Bates soon began to work at the 
Wilson shoe store and was employ ed 
at that place 
u ntil they 
sold ou t. 
Since that time he has been d oing 
shoe repairing in the Od d 
Fellows 
bu ild ing ov er the 
Bliss & 
Cowing 
store. 
There are many things in the life 
of Bates that wou ld brand Him a pe­ 
cu liar character. 
It alway s seemed 
that there was something at the bot­ 
tom of his life which he wished to 
keep d ark. 
The most pecu liar fact 
in connection with his v aried career 
was the fact that he was a marine in 
the Civ il war and y et cou ld nev er he 
persu ad ed to apply for a pension. He 
left the serv ice a y ear before the 
close of the war.

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N order to continue to raise crops 
from year to year we must propa­ 
gate the plants in some way. 
There are two principal ways of 
doing this—b y seeds ar.d b y divisions 
of tb e plant itself. 
The most impor­ 
tant of these is b y seeds as it is in 
thi3 way that most of ^he ordinary 
farm crops are multiplied. 
In order to understand this process 
we must first learn how the seeds are 
formed. The tassel of the corn is the 
male flower and the silk the female. 
Some plants, such as certain varieties 
of strawb erries, 
have only female 
flowers and must b e planted iq alter­ 
nate rows with varieties wiiich have 
b oth kinds of b lossoms. 
In other 
plants the male and female flowers 
are comb ined in one. This is the case 
with the apple and many other fruits. 
In the apple the stamens, or male 


cannot~reach to the b ottom. It TsMapon 
the larger b umb leb ees that this crop 
depends for its ab ility to produce seed. 
Indeed, it is so entirely dependent 
upon them that the crop of clover see« ! 
is in direct proportion to the numb er i 
of b umb leb ees in the neighb orhood. If 
is anything b ut pleasant to run into c 
b ig nest of b umb leb ees with a mower 
or rake, b ut b efore you b uild a fire 
over them stop to think whether you 
want a crop of clovef seed or not.

other fruit trees are propagated either 
b y grafting or b udding. 
Apple trees 
may b e raised from seed, b ut the 
fruit of seedling trees is usually worth­ 
less. By taking a part of the tree and 
growing another from it. it will, of 
course, b ear the same kind of fruit. 
| 
Grafting consists of joining pieces 
of small b ranches or scions of the tree 
which is to b e propagated to pieces of 
roots or stocks. The roots of yearling 
‘ seedlings are used for stocks. 
The 
scions, which should b e ab out the size 
of a lead pencil, should b e cut in the 
fall and packed in sand. The grafting« 
can b e done at any time during the 
winter. All that Is necessary is to cut 
the lower end of the scion and the up­ 
per end of the stock at an angle, as 
shown in Fig. 13. 
These are then 
carefully fitted together and tied with 
a little common string. The essential 
point is to b e sure to have the cam­ 
b ium layer of the scion join that of 
the stock. This camb ium layer is the 
thin, light b rown portion b etween the 
b ark and the wood.

The completed graft, which should 
b e eight to ten inches long, is again 
packed In sand.

2.—Sev enty-fiv e 
b ills on the calendar of the senate 
were passed. Most of these measures 
were of local character. 
The senate 
passed without amendment a house 
b ill declaring Feb , 12, 19 09 , the cen­ 
tenary of the b irth of Ab raham*Lin- 
coln, to b e a legal holiday and reeotn 
mending a general ob serv ation of that 
day. 
Unless the senate comes to their 
rescue, the W est Point cadets will not 
b e ab le to attend the inauguration on 
the 4th of March at the expense of 
the gov ernment. 
By a point of order 
an item prov iding funds for the cadets' 
trip to W ashington was stricken from 
the m ilitary appropriation b ill in the 
house. 
Another item remov ed from 
the b ill was an appropriation for the 
construction of an asylum for refugees 
In time of war. Under suspension, the 
house passed the Payne b ill prohib it­ 
ing the importation of opium, b ut re­ 
fused to pass the senate b ill to pen­ 
sion federal judges. 
The Bennet b ill 
for the exportation of aliens conv icted 
of a felony, was also denied of pas- 


Gov ernor Marshall, who wras elected 
on a township and ward unit platform, 
has turned a deaf ear to the appeals 
of the Democratic leaders who hav e 
urged him to help b ring ab out the re­ 
peal of the county local option law. It 
was said today b y one deep in his con­ 
fidence that the gov ernor has deter­ 
mined to let the legislature settle the 
question without any interference or 
suggestion on his part.

After the caucus of the 
house Democrats last Thursday night 
at which Senator Elect Shiv ely appeal­ 
ed to the memb ers to support a ward 
and township unit, he called on Gov er­ 
nor Marshall at the latter’s office.
